quires the patriotic service of our 
best business minds, We need 
sober thinking men with keen 
analytical business ability to not 
only, put a stop to our boom ex- 
travagance, but to protect lis from 
the financial quacks who would 
try to give relief by adding more 
taxes. 
о real tax relief can come 
without a radical reduction in ex- 
penditures. The boom legislatures 


increases, everybody's salary, from 
Office boj to governor, created 
numeropa|new boards and com- 


missiods, "practically doubled the 
„number of circuit jutges and state 
attorneys and increased their pay.

“A speaker recently stated in 
Arcadia that to reduce appropria- 
lions to pre-boom levels, ог. to 
even abolish the -state depart- 
ments would only reduce our taxes 
two mills. If that is а fact, then 
what became of the other twelve 
and a quarter mills that is levied? 
‘Therstate levy is fourteen and one- 
quarter mills. I first beard the 
statement from an advocate of the 
sales tax, but I could not reconcile 
it with facts. In our county, from 
1924*to 1929 the state millage has 
been raised three and one-half 
mills, and the valuation raised 37 
per cent, which actually, amounts 
to doubling the millage. Now, if 
this increase is not made neces- 
sary by the. increased expense, 
what becomes of' the money? 
“New sources of revenue never 
in history reduced taxes, but on 
the other hand always increased 
taxes, and the same people who 
now pay the"tax will pay the in- 
crease, Furthermore, “once new 
sources of tax are found, though 
the rate may be small at first, 
new extravagances will creep in, 
and it will be only a short! time 
until the rate ія raiséd.

Shall the entire revenue of Ev- 
erglades drainage district be turn- 
ed over to the bondholders or 
shall a part of the revenue be held 
for emergency work? This is one 
of the things people are talking 
about in this time of heavy rains 
and high lake level 

Everglades drainage district has 
some revenue, derived from taxes 
this revenue is less- 
ened by the inability of many 
land owners to pay taxes but 
nevertheless the district has some 
revenue. Probably the amount of 
revenue is less than is needed to 
meet maturing bonds and pay the 
interest on the outstanding bonds, 
but the district has some revenue 
from taxation. 

If nll of the tax revenue goes 
to bondholders there i» no money 
left for emergency work. There 
is money for emergency work if 
the bond holders consent to some 
of the revenue being used for that 
purpose.
